duction of wheat. The government 
has, therefore, decided to reduce 
the guarantee prices for both wheat 
and rye. At ‘the same time, to cn- 
courage the growing ‘of barley and 
oats for feeding livestock and to 
assist a number of small farmers 
and those farming some marginal 
lands,, the guaranteed price for 
barley and oats is to be increased. 
Britain currently is importing 
much more tian she is able to pay 
for out of her, own export earnings. 
Greater farm production, — there- 
fore, would serve not only to re- 
duce. imports but also strength- 
en the general economy.

The evolution of weapons with 
greater and greater powers of de- 
vaktation has made civil defence 
is vital to the small community as 
it is to the large city. Basically, 
ive danger threatened by war is 
the same as ever; destruction, 
death and injury. But says F.F. 
‘orthington, federal civil defence 
o-ordinator: 

“While the over-all effects of

In consequence, our danger is

So civil defence today is dif- 
f€rent in mary ways from that 
which was wed during the Second 
World War. It has iad to change 
as the threats of naw weapons 
changed. ; 

The single atomic bomb that 
fell on Hiroshima in August, 1945, 
destroyed 62,000 of 90,000 build- 
} ings and damaged’ 6,000 more be- 
| yond repair. As a result of the. 
bomb 80,000 of the city’s 250,000 
| population died. The first H-bomb 
tested destroyed everything within 
three miles severely damaged 
everything within seven miles and 
lightly damaged as ‘far as 10 miles. 
More powerful bombs tave since 
been tested. ’ 

It became apparent says the 
federal co-ordinator that civil de- 
fence planning had to be revised.

Planting in straight rows 
makes for easier care 


Why the straight rows ard even 
spacing of seeds or plants in the 
vegetable garden? Part of the 
reason of course is neatness, but 
only part, Mostly we plant this 
way because it makes the job of 
looking after the garden very 
much easier. If the rows are 
“straight, we can cultivate in half 
the time as we do not have to 
wiggle carefully around cach 
plant. And if the plants are uni- 


Poultry flock 
vaccination 
is urged 


REGINA. --- Saskatchewan ap- 
proved poultry flock owners were 
advised to vaccinate against in- 
fectious bronchitis all chicks taken 
into the flock this spring. 

.H. E. Payne, poultry commis- 
sioner, said when chicks carried 
parental immunity and the laying 
flock on the farm had had contact 
with the disease previously, vac- 
cination should take place at two 
days of age. 

When chicks do not carry par- 
ental immunity and the laying 
flock has had contact with the dis- 
ease, chicks should be vaccinated 
at two or three weeks of age. 
Chicks which carry parental im- 
munity and which go into a flock 
that has had no contact with the 
disease may be vaccinated at four 
to five months, or one month be- 
fore coming into production.

Instead of feeling around with 
our fingers for the next onion or 
carrot or pea vine, we know it is 
approximately two, four or six 
inches from the previous one and 
at one swoop we remove 90 per- 
cent of the intervening weeds. If 
the vegetable garden were planted 
any old way, weeding, thinning, 
cultivating and spraying would 
be an unnecessarily backbreaking 
chore and we couldn't think of 
using a garden tractor or even a 
hand drawn cultivator. 

Even in the formal clump plant- 
ing in the flower garden, we 
should try to be uniform in the 
spacing so that cultivation is made 
easier, 

Success with transplanting 

If we observe just a few simple 
rules almost any plant can be 
moved when young and small, The 
main thing is to keep the roots 
undisturbed, to keep them away 
from the air and to cover quickly 
and firmly with fine moist soil. 
Watering during and immediately 
after transplanting is essential. 
unless the soil is very moist and 
also if possible supply a little 
shade for the first few hours or 
a day or two, 

With big things like trees and 
shrubbery, it is also advisable to 
tie trunks or main stem firmly to 
a stake to prevent the wind 
loosening. If there are only a few

Prof. Locke admits that not all 
of the ideas and esthetic values of 
a manuscript can be expected to 
come throtigh the mechanical 
translation process intact. “But”, 
he said, “we should have a ma- 
chine that will turn out a good 
deal better than a word, by word 
translation.” E 
Although a mechanical transla- 
tor still does not exist, encourag- 
ing progress toward the develop- 
ment of one has been made, he 
said. In 1954 a digital computer— 
one of the ‘so-called mechanical 
brains—was adapted for translat- 
ing Russian into English. It was 
equipped with a vocabulary of 250 
words and five syntax construc. 
tions,

Scholars are pretty sure that 
Julius Caesar fell bleeding at the 
foot of Pompey’s statue on the 
Ides of ‘March in 44 B.C., but 
there's a big difference of opinion 
over whether that was 2,000 years 
ago. 


The dissident note was sounded | 


by a New York University profes- 
sor, Jotham Johnson, as rival Col- 
umbia University opened an exhi- 
bition in commemoration of what 
it claims is the 2,000th anniversary 
of Caesar's assassination in the 
Roman Senate, 

Johnson, who is chairman of the 
Classics ‘department at NYU's 
Washington Square college, main- 
tains that it was only-1,999 years 
ago that Cacsar died at the hands 
of the conspirators. Johnson says 
that span of time from one B.C. 
to one A.D., was only one year. 
There was no year zero, Johnson 
says. 

The 2,000 jear figure is arrived 
at, of course, by adding 1956 and 
44, and that’s what R. O. Baugh- 
men, of the Columbia University 
library, did in deciding to hold the 


dual millenium’ dbservance this 
year, 
“Other celebrations have been 


based on this calcwlation and I 
would not be distressed if we went 
on with the exhibition,” said Moses 
Hadas, professor of Greek and 
Latin at Columbia in backing up 
Baughmen, . 

Gilbert Highet, professor of Lat- 
in at Columbia, said, however, he 
thought the exhibition should have 
been called off and said he went 
along with Johnson's calculation.

Crested wheatgrass, especially 
| the new variety Summit, interme- 
| diate wheatgrass, brome grass and 
| Russian wild ryegrass are all 
grasses for which there is a fairly 
| good seed demand at present. Seed 
of creeping red fescue, red clover 
and alsike clover can be produced 
jin certain areas where they are 
j hardy enough to survive the win- 
j ters, Alfalfa seed production is un- 
predictable and should be confined 
to certain northern areas where 
| seed production has proved to be 
reliable. 

There could be an increase in 
the acreage of flax. We might dou- 
ble our flax acreage and still not 
produce much more than we did 
last year, because the average per 
acre yield of flax in 1955 was con- 
siderably higher than the long 
term average yield. 

Grown under contract 

There has been an increase in 
the acreage seeded to rapeseed. 
Most of this seed is grown under 
contract and it would be advisable 
for new growers to obtain con- 
tracts in order to be sure of dis- 
posing of the seed produced. Rape- 
seed is more suitable for areas 
where the moisture supply is good, 
as the crop yields poorly under 
dry conditions, 

Sunflower production is suitable 
for certain southern areas where 
there is a fairly lengthy frost-free 
growing season, Soybeans require 
a greater moisture supply than do 
sunflowers, and dry pea production 
is suitable for some northern areas 
where the moisture supply is ade- 
quate. Mustard seed may. be pro- 
duced successfully in certain south- 
ern areas. Peas and mustard seed 
should also be grown under con- 
¢ract to ensure disposal of the 
seed. 

Durum wheat and malting bar- 
ley, although cereal crops, could 
be seeded on increased acreages to 
replace some of the bread wheat 
acreage. In many areas where rust 
is not a factor, durums yield as 
well as or better than bread 
wheats. However, they are not too 
suitable for northern areas be- 
cause of their lengthy growing 
season. More good quality malting 
barley could be grown as there is 
a good demand for this type of 
barley at present, If durums can- 
not be grown in northern areas, 
good malting barley can,

New relaxant 
brings relief 
in many ills 


Several groups of American 
medical investigators reported re- 
cently that a new muscle relaxant 
in the experimental stage shows 
promise of bringing comfort in 
several diseases, 

The drug, Known as zoxalola- 
mine (flexin), was tried on pa- 
tients suffering from spacticity, 
various rheumatic and arthritic 
diseases of the brain and spinal 
cord, and for children with cere- 
bral palsy. 

Dr. William Amols of New York 
said the drug has a longer period 
of action, greater effectiveness 
when given orally, and causes few- 
er side effects than older relaxants, 


‘| He added that the drug's principle 


role seems to he to aid in nursing 
care, increase the comfort of the 
patient and aid the work of the 
physical therapist. 


Drs, Richard T. Smith, Kenneth | 


M. Kron, William P. Peak and 
Irvin F, Hermann of Philadelphia, 
said the drug was especially effec- 
tive in relieving stiffness and ach- 
ing from rheumatic diseases. They 
reported excellent to good results 
in 85 of 100 patients. 

Various degrees of benefit also 
were reported for the other condi- 
tions in which the drug was used. 

The reports were published in 
the journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association,

Traffic accideats took 16 lives 
in Alberta during March, all of 
which with the exception of two 
in Edmonton and two in Calgary 
were at rural points and were re- 
ported by the R.C.M.P. according 
to a summary issue by the Alberta 


Safety Council. Wiéilo fatalities 
during March were four more than 
in the same month of last yea#; the 
‘total death toll for 3 months 
since January 1 is 34, a decrease of 
10 from the comparable period of 
last year. The total number of per 
sons 4njured in traffic accidents 
for the same three months is 739, 
as against 883 a year ago. While 
fatalities and persona injured have 
decreased in the first quarter of 
the year, the cumulative total 
of accidents increased from 4,420 
to 4,674. In the aggregate, March 
came up with a total of 1,483 ac- 
cidents while the total for the 
same month of 1955 was 1,426, De- 
spite the increase in accidents, the 
monthly report disclosed a reduc- 
tion in the number of persons in- 
jured dropping from 260 to 228,

These highly radioactive part- 
icles are sucked into the air as 
high as 80,000 feet. Air currents 
catch them up and carry them 
until they slowly drift. to the 
ground as “fall-out.” This fall-out, 
may cover an area ‘160 or , more 
miles long and 40 miles wide,. de- 
pending on air currents. The 
danger it presents also varies, de- 
pending on the length of time it 
‘was drifted in the sky. Animal 
life touched by fall-out radiation 
may die or become severely ill, 

But this threat is far from hope- 
less. The radio-octivity of fallout 
decays rapidly and danger has 
largely disappeared, usually, with 
in 48 hours A community could 
escape the danger if it were pre- 
pared, First it must have means 
of learning when and where the 


fall-out may appear. Then it must |_
